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Principal Gets 
New Contract 


A dramatic shift in sentiment was apparent at the 
Board of Education meeting Monday night at which the 
contract of Sierra Madre School Principal Edward E. Haw¬ 
kins was renewed by a 4 to 1 vote. 

Mrs. Martha Coutant cast the lone vote against Haw¬ 
kins. 

At the meeting on May 5, 
at which Board members 
overruled the recommenda¬ 
tions of Superintendent 
Lowell Jackson and Haw¬ 
kins, it appeared that nearly 
everybody stood firmly be¬ 
hind the teachers and that 
possibly Hawkins’ contract 
would not be renewed. 

AT LAST Monday’s meet¬ 
ing however, two Sierra Ma- 
dreans spoke up in behalf of 
school administrators, the 
same trend was noted at the 
PTA meeting following the 
Board of Education session, 
and school officials report¬ 
edly received several private 
expressions of support from 
parents. 

About 75 persons were 
present last Monday to lend 
their support to Hawkins 
who, along with Jackson, 
had been the center of a per¬ 
sonnel dispute with the 
teachers. 

Terry M. Chambers, 154 S. 

Lima, made a brief talk in 
behalf of the parents attend¬ 
ing. He expressed faith in 
the Sierra Madre school sys¬ 
tem, adding that he believed 
it was being “fairly and 
justly administered.” 

"The teachers should 
teach chidlren and not en¬ 
gage in politics," he said.

Registration for fall kin¬ 
dergarten classes at both 
public schools will be held at 
Sierra Madre School, 141 W. 
Highland, on Wednesday and 
Thursday, May 21 and 22, 
from 1:30 until 3:30 p.m. in 
the school cafeteria. 

Children who will have 
reached their fifth birthday 
before Dec. 1, 1958, are, by 
state law, eligible for enroll¬ 
ment. Assignment to schools 
will be explained by Dr. Low¬ 
ell Jackson, Sierra Madre 
school superintendent, at the 
time of registration. 

The California Educational 
Code requires that parents or 
guardians present proof that 
the child is of minimum 
school age. Such evidence 
must be in the form of a cer¬ 
tificate of birth, baptismal 
certificate duly attested, or a 
passport. 

Dr. Jackson said that kin¬ 
dergarten registration at this 
time is important to the 
planning for the next school 
year. PTA representatives, 
Miss Betty Newton, Sierra 
Mesa School principal; Ed¬ 
ward E. Hawkins, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre School principal, and 
Hortense Wells, school nurse, 
will welcome new children 
and their parents.

School Board Election 

Every election time, it seems, the editor, pub¬ 
lisher and chief floor sweeper of th* Sierra Madre 
News feels compelled to stick his neck out. 

The coming School Board election May 20 is no 
exception. This time, indeed, it’s a pleasure to say 
some good words about the incumbent, Newell Bar¬ 
rett, who has labored for two years through adver¬ 
sity and through the frequently tedious and, so far 
as praise goes, unrewarding day-by-day activities of 
a member of the Sierra Madre Board of Education. 

THEBE ARE three candidates, it’s true, for two 
vacancies on the Board. Both Arthur Albertson and 
Mrs. Clark Casey appear sincerely interested in the 
welfare of our schools and both probably would be 
competent Board members. 

And I hope one of them is elected. 

It’s doubtful, however, whether the best inten¬ 
tions in the world compare with actual Board exper¬ 
ience. Barrett has the experience, and he got it the 
hard way. 

Since Barrett was appointed two years ago, the 
Board of Education has withstood one crisis over re¬ 
ligion in the public schools, took action on a request 
for a released time program, saw a $300,000 school 
bond issue passed and is now facing a serious per¬ 
sonnel problem which at this writing had not yet 
been resolved. 

IT'S CONSIDERED bad politics, perhaps, to 
drag old skeletons from the closet, but, it seems to 
me, the issues faced by the Board of which Newell 
Barrett is a member required courage and integrity 
of a high order. 

And it must be apparent to almost anyone who 
has closely followed the activities of the Board of 
Education that Barrett possesses both qualities in 
some abundance. 

It is also apparent, judging by the speeches 
made by the three candidates at the Coordinating 
Council meeting, that Barrett is well aware of the 
importance of a good educational program in Sierra 
Madre grade schools. 

He said, in effect, that a sound start toward 
adult life must, from the public grade school’s point 
of view, be built on the basics, which include read¬ 
ing, writing and arithmetic. 

He said there must be a direct and real line of 
communication between school administrators, 
Board members, teachers and the public. He pointed 
out that, in the final analysis, it is the public the 
taxpayer, who decides how mucb teachers shall get 
paid and how our schools shall be run. 

BARRETT, it seems to me, is fully aware that 
public schools are democratic institutions which 
must be responsive to the wishes of the public, not 
to individual pressure groups, but to the great ma¬ 
jority of men and women who, first of all, want their 
children to become good and intelligent citizens. 

It is for these reasons, plus many more which 
space limits me from enumerating, that this partic¬ 
ular editor and floor sweeper believes Newell Bar¬ 
rett should be re-elected.—H.W.E. 

Keep Red Cross Open 

Where now are all the staunch Sierra Madreans 
who back worthwhile causes? 

Our town’s populace has a good reputation in 
backing important issues and raising cries of discon¬ 
tent when something is displeasing, but we all have 
a tendency to wait until there’s somthing to gripe 
about instead of nipping it in the bud. 

I’m speaking of the poor showing Sierra Madre 
citizens made in the recent American Red Cross 
drive. Are we going to force our local chapter to 
close down because of a lack of funds?

Whatever 
the reasons, they’re not strong enough to over¬ 
shadow all the benefits we citizens receive from the 
American Red Cross. 

Besides aiding distressed peoples in distaster 
areas and following up after havoc with aid in 
rebuilding and restoring,- we receive, so to speak, 
peace-time benefits, too. 

Our new community pool will be staffed with 
qualified life-saving personnel and instructors. All 
who received their training from the American Red 
Cross, either through local chapter courses or at Red 
Cross aquatic schools, will pass on their skills to our 
children free of charge. 

Life saving and water safety courses are abso¬ 
lutely necessary in a community filled with swim¬ 
ming pools and ponds. Our children in turn will pass 
on their knowledge of water safety to others, and 
may even someday save the life of a more unfortu¬ 
nate person caught in too deep water through care¬ 
lessness or ignorance. 

Let more of us support this worthwhile organi¬ 
zation now, instead of griping later because of our 
own present disinterest. 

I make an appeal to the citizens of our town to 
dig into their pockets for a contribution, if they’ve 
not yet made one, and, if they have, to dig in again.

Dear Sir: 

As a reply to your recent 
editorial on the general sub¬ 
ject of what is wrong with 
Sierra Madre, I should like 
to make some observations 
as the result of over five 
years of residential and bus¬ 
iness experience in this city. 
The opinions herein express¬ 


ed are my own and do not 
necessarily reflect those of 
any organization to which I 
belong. 

I compliment you on your 
timely editorial but do not 
believe you have painted a 
true and full picture of Si¬ 
erra Madre. If we were to 
ask the first 20 persons we 
might meet on our streets 
or in their homes the ques¬ 
tion, “How and why do you 
like Sierra Madre?” we 
would probably get 20 ans 
wers.' though I truly believe 
that most common expres¬ 
sion we would hear is thai 
there is very little wrong 
with Sierra Madre as it is. 

I SHARE that view, 
though I do think that there 
are many things that might 
be done to improve our city. 
We could, and should, do 
many things to beautify it, 
stimulate its business, bet¬ 
ter activate and support its 
Chamber of Commerce and 
better support its churches, 
service and civic organiza¬ 
tions. 

But first of all, let me de¬ 
fend Sierra Madre. I have 
personally helped hundreds 
of persons locate here. I 
know why most of them like 
Sierra Madre and like to live 
here. They like the general 
atmosphere of a small city— 
its friendliness, churches, 
organizations, shops and 
businesses, its schools, its 
water supply, its altitude, its 
mountain and valley scenery 
and its quietness—no major 
thoroughfare nor railroad 
bisects nor even runs adja¬ 
cent to our city. 

Yes, I think that most peo¬ 
ple here like Sierra Madre 
as it is and are not inclined 
to worry too much about its 
future. If that is wrong, it’s 
wrong, but I believe that’s 
the way most Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans feel about their fair 
city. 

COULD ANYTHING be 

done to make Sierra Madre 
a still more attractive place 
in which to own a home and 
live? Yes, indeed! 

Right now, thanks to the 
abundant rains, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre needs cleaning up, espe¬ 
cially de-weeding. Some 
hedges need trimming and 
some structures need paint¬ 
ing. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Sierra Madre Schools 
and your fine newspaper are 
all doing what they can to 
encourage this work and 
give it proper publicity. Pub¬ 
lic pride should do the rest. 
Let’s all work together in 
this b e a u t i f i cation cam¬ 
paign. 

What about our business ‘ 
The people of Sierra Madre 
should fully understand that 
local merchants and bus¬ 
inesses are here to serve 
them and that without such 
businesses Sierra Madre 
would indeed be a dull 
place in which to live.' And 
thus, the more local busi¬ 
nesses are patronized, the 
better they will be able to 
serve local residents. This 
places an obligation on both 
businesses and residents— 
residents to shop here when¬ 
ever possible and buinesses 
expend every effort to serve 
them. 

There are many local bus¬ 
iness firms well or better 
able to serve local residents 
than firms of other cities. 
SHOP FIRST IN SIERRA 
MADRE. should be our uni¬ 
versal slogan. It would 
greatly benefit our city and 
in turn all who live here. It 
would save in transportation 
and time, and, in the end, in 
money and at the same time 


gain in satisfaction. 

I OFFER no criticism of 
our City Council, made up of 
fine public-spirited business 
men. But I would like to say 
that in their recent action 
in ordering the sign remov¬ 
ed at the intersection of 
Baldwin and Foothilll Boul¬ 
evard that I believe the mo¬ 
tivating thought should not 
be the saving of a few dol¬ 
lars monthly, nor its color 
nor shape nor night-clubish 
appearance, but should be 
its effectiveness. We must 
remember that Sierra Madre 
is not astride a main traffic 
artery and needs this guid¬ 
ing and reminding type of 
sign. Such a sign, if proper¬ 
ly appealing, can easily 
bring many visitors to Sierra 
Madre, and, as a result, 
many new residents. If the 
present sign must be re¬ 
placed, let the new sign be 
bigger, blighter and still 
more attractive in order that 
still more people may be at¬ 
tracted to Sierra Madre's 
business and residential op¬ 
portunities. 

BUT LET’S take stock of 
what Sierra Madre has done 
in the past five years: A fine 
new bank building, a new 
hardware store and one 
completely rebuilt, many 
new business buildings and 
many rebuilt and enlarged, 
a hospital, a medical center, 
a new school, a municipal 
swimming pool and scores 
of fine new homes and 
many rebuilt and beauti¬ 
fied. 

Does this chapter of pro¬ 
gress indicate a sleepy, dy- 
ing-on-the-vine type of city- 
Indeed, Sierra Madre will 
continue to grow—yes, pros¬ 
per—even IF we let the 
weeds grow tall and too 
long, but it will look a lot 
more beautiful and more at¬ 
tractive if we limber up our 
arms and backs and let our 
civic pride be reflected in 
the appearance of our 
homes, business buildings 
and vacant lots. 

Things to be done? Plenty 
of them, and there always 
will be. Let's fulfill its right¬ 
ful destiny in its rightful 
place in the rapidly growing 
greater metropolitan area 
about us. Pulling together, 
boosting, not knocking, 
working a little more indus¬ 
triously, a little more intel¬ 
ligently, we can easily make 
Sierra Madre a still more at¬ 
tractive, happier and more 
prosperous city in which to 
live or have a place of busi¬ 
ness.

MR. NIXON—Vice President 
Nixon has had a rough time 
on his tour of Latin-Amer- 
ica. First, a big American 
meat-packing company tried 
to get Nixon to intervene 
with Uruguayan officials to 
have one of their large 
plants returned after it was 
seized by t h e government. 
This plea came in an open 
letter and embarrassed the 
vice president. 

Then came the unfortu¬ 
nate episode in Lima, Peru, 
where a group of so-called 
“students” pelted Nixon with 
stones until he was forced 
to cancel his visit at San 
Marcos University. 

Editorial writers have 
already made the point that 
this latter episode was prob¬ 
ably inspired by young 
Communists. But it’s a little 
more than that. 

There is no doubt that the 
popular attitude in many la- 
tin American countries to¬ 
wards this nation has hard¬ 
ened. Many Latins no longer 
share the “Good Neighbor" 
feelings of an earlier era. 

* * * 

NIXON'S TOUR of Latin 
America was undertaken be¬ 
cause the State Department 
has come to realize that we 
have been taking for grant¬ 
ed the unity of the Western 
Hemisphere against Soviet 
imperialism. We have 
blandly assumed that all 
Latins, being strong indivi¬ 
dualists, would automatical¬ 
ly be on our side and 
against Communist totali- 


tarinaism. 

That’s where it turns out 
we may be very wrong. 

The Communists have 
made serious inroads in sev¬ 
eral Latin countries, we are 
told, because our govern¬ 
ment has deluded itself into 
thinking that when it gets 
pledges of support from dic¬ 
tators like Batista in Cuba 
or Trujillo in the Dominican 
Republic it has won the af¬ 
fection of the people they 
govern. 

* * * 

THE TARIFFS AND BAD 
RELATIONS — If Commun¬ 
ists have been able to make 
any headway in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, there must be some rea¬ 
son for it. If people are fully 
employed, well-fed and hap¬ 
py, Communist propaganda 
isn’t likely to make much 
impression. But if they are 
miserable they’ll listen to 
demagogues of any stripe— 
the Perons or the Latin di¬ 
sciples of Khruschev. 

That seems to be the situ¬ 
ation in Peru and at least a 
part of the difficulty can be 
traced to the American lead 
and zinc industry. We don’t 
want to oversimplify the 
problem, because many U.S. 
mine workers in these in¬ 
dustries are now out of work 
themselves, hard hit by fall¬ 
ing prices. 

On the othfer hand, we 
doubt that the American 
workers will go back to 
work or that Peruvians will 
be re-employed if the gov¬ 
ernment yields to demands 
from the industry for a 
sharp increase on duties of 


lead and zinc exports. 

Nixon may not appreciate 
this fact but the stoning he 
took in Peru is merely a long 
distance reaction to the U.S. 
recession. The government 
has stopped stockpiling lead 
and zinc. Now the U.S. auto 
industry, which uses 31 per 
cent of all the lead process¬ 
ed in this country in storage 
batteries, has also cut down 
sharply. 

So in a way it can be said 
Mr. Nixon’s troubles are 
“Made in Detroit.” 

* * *

of The Petal Paper of Petal, 
Miss., reports the following 
conversation between Harry 
Ashmore, editor of The Ar¬ 
kansas Gazette, and Attor¬ 
ney General Rodgers. Rogers 
saw Ashmore in New York 
and asked, “Well, how’s 
everything in Little Rock?” 

“Let me answer that by 
telling you a little story. 
Back when the nation was 
expanding westward, a 
troop of cavalry had a battle 
with an Indian party. After 
the battle was finished a 
genera] from the rear ranks 
came forward and found a 
young trooper lying in the 
dust. 

“The soldier had cuts and 
bruises on his face; his 
scalp was pealed back, his 
teeth knocked loose. The 
general asked the trooper,

Hotels in Italy are official¬ 
ly classified as de luxe 
(very expensive), first class 
(about like our chains of 
commercial hotels, in price) 
and second class (compar¬ 
able to our smaller transient 
hotels, in price and accom¬ 
modations). 

For all three classes there 
is a system of maximum 
and minimum rates, the lat¬ 
ter applying to the “thrift 
season” from November to 
March and about 25 per cent 
less in cost that during the 
rest of the year. The law re¬ 
quires that the maximum 
rate be posted on the printed 
card containing the house 
rules, in your hotel room. 

ONLY DE LUXE hotels 
provide all-day and evening 
heat in winter adequate to 
the well-heated American. 
However, if one is in good 
health, under 90, and ran 
drink red wine, he or she 
can survive the usually “un¬ 
usual” winter even in a ho¬ 
tel of the second class. 

The rooms and linen are 
clean, the beds good, and 
practically all rooms in 
these latter days of grace 
have running water, hot and 
cold. For such a room in Ca¬ 
pri, with a good breakfast 
served therein, I paid in 
March, 1956, about $2 50, and 
for dinner or lunch about 
$1.50, all service and numer¬ 
ous taxes included. 

Costs were about the same 
in Palermo and Florence, 
slightly higher in Rome. 
Pensione or boarding house 
in considerably cheaper in 
many cases, experienced 
friends have informed me. 

TRAVEL BY train is cheap 
and interesting, by second 
or third class, but not 
always comfortable, because 
of crowding. In first class, 
you have the coach almost 


to yourself! Rates run from 
1 Vi to 314 cents per mile, ac¬ 
cording to class, but there 
are bargains on longer and 
circular trips. Local buses 
are usually uncomfortable 
because of too many people, 
too much baggage, too many 
curves in the road, taken at 
high speed! The new touring 
buses, limited, are said to 
be very comfortable, and the 
slightly older two coach mo¬ 
tor trains are noiseless, dust¬ 
less, and have comfortable 
seating. Automobiles can be 
rented, and although gaso¬ 
line (“petrol” in Italy) is 
high, about 75 cents per gal¬ 
lon or more, the little cars 
go far on that amount, re¬ 
putedly 25 to 35 miles. 

As for language, no one 
need hesitate t o travel i n 
Italy because he knows only 
English. Forty years ago a 
friend of mine travelled for 
months in Italy, France, 
Germany, and Spain, speak¬ 
ing only English, plus a few 
of the native words, badly 
pronounced. 

With these, plus the sign 
language, although the 
communcations were not 
always swift, they were oft¬ 
en amusing in effect, and 
eventually, he said, the sys¬ 
tem always “worked.” 

Today, however, since 
W'orld War II, English is 
probably spoken or under¬ 
stood by someone in every 
Italian hotel, employed for 
that purpose, or eager to vol¬ 


unteer help! The Italians are 
avid to learn English and 
quick in picking up "enough 
to get by.” 

FOOD IN Italy is tasty, 
satisfying, and nutritious. 
The American who imagines 
that Italian daily fare is 
limited t o soup, spaghetti, 
cheese, and coarse bread is 
in for a big surprise. The 
variety of dishes characteris¬ 
tic of the many regions of 
Italy is remarkable, usually 
based on the raw materials 
most plentiful in each re¬ 
gion. 

It is fun, and usually with 
pleasant result, to try each 
one, whether it be Lombar¬ 
dy's risotta alia certosina 
blended rice with ragout of 
crayfish, mushrooms a n d 
peas, in the North, to Cala¬ 
bria’s roasted kid and sa¬ 
lami in the South; always, 
in ail regions, these entrees 
can be followed by green 
salads, dessert of fresh fruit 
or regional cheese. 

But with any of these en¬ 
trees, the American tourist, 
if he is travel-wise, will or¬ 
der some potation less dis¬ 
couraging to good digestion 
than his native ice-water— 
say, a glass of a good dry 
wine, red for dark meat, 
white for sea-foods, and let 
it be open wine of the region 
where he is at that moment. 
Then, after an hour or two 
of siesta, he is fresh for more 
sightseeing.

Garden Notes . . . 

Fuchsias Ideally Suited 
For Landscape Uses 

The wide popularity of fuchsias in hanging baskets 
should not obscure the other attractive landscape uses for 
which this shade-loving shrub is suited. The California 


Association of Nurserymen 
trained as specimen shrubs, 
against a fence or wall. 

The nurseryman from 
whom the fuchsia is selected 
can advise the buyer what 
training has so far been giv¬ 
en to the young plant. Since 
early training has a great 
effect on later growth, the 
home gardener should select 
a plant already starting to 
cascade, bush out or take a 
tree form, depending upon 
the use he has chosen. 

ESPALIERING may be ef¬ 
fected by encouraging a few 
branches to become long and 
strong. Side growth should 
be pinched out until the 
main branches reach the de¬ 
sired length. Then the tips 
of the main branches should 
be pinched to encourage 
some side growth. 

The fuchsia plant should 
be trained constantly 
throughout the growing sea¬ 
son. Dormant buds appear¬ 
ing in locations the garden¬ 
er deems undesirable should 
be removed All extra 
branches should be taken 
out to enhance the desired 
effect. Heavy pruning fol¬ 
lowing the last frost of the 
season is needed, too, be¬ 
cause blooms appear on first 
year wood. 


notes that fuchsias may be 
as small trees or as espaliers 


Brilliantly colored, dainty, 
pendulous blossom are borne 
abundantly on fuchsia 
plants all summer long, 
making the shrub an all- 
time favorite. Fuchsias come 
in many lovely shades of 
blue, red and pink. Many 
flowers are multi-colored. 

FUCHSIA demands are 
few, but they must be met. 
Soil must be moist and 
slightly-aeid. The acid con¬ 
dition may be obtained by 
mixing leaf mold in the orig¬ 
inal planting formula and 
by later mulching with leaf 
mold or peat mass. Since 
fuchsias are shallow rooted 
they need frequent water¬ 
ing. Overhead watering (in 
addition to soil watering) 
during very warm weather 
usually helps the plant en¬ 
dure the heat. 

A shady location should 
be chosen for the planting 
site. The deepness of shade 
varies with local climate. In 
the fog belt the shrub needs 
less protection from sun¬ 
light than the same plant 
would need in the central 
valley or the southern coast. 
Fuchsias are hardy to about 
25 degrees.

Old School Cook Makes Own Bread, Corn Pie

It would be next to im¬ 
possible to relate all of Mrs. 
James A. (Gennelle) Nichol¬ 
son’s many talents in the 
brief space allotted to me. 

She is a wonderful cook of 
what I would call the old 
school. It would be easy for 
me to imagine her by a big 
wood-burning stove, as 
cooking to her starts with 
making her own bread. She 
ignores package mixes with 
the greatest of ease, main¬ 
taining they rob a,cook of 
creative ability. 

She has a tremendous 
recipe collection in which 
each dish has been thor¬ 
oughly tested before entering 
the permanent files. The 
three she gave me are some 
of her favorites. 

KENTUCKY WONDER 
SALAD 

For the dressing combine 
the following ingredients: 

2 tbs. vinegar 

4 tbs. olive oil or salad 
oil 

1 tbs. prepared mustard 

3 green onions with tops 
(minced) 

2 tbs. minced green pep¬ 
per 

1 small can stripped pi¬ 
mentos 

3 tbs. chopped olives (ap¬ 
prox.) 

1 tsp. chopped pickle 
relish 

V 2 tsp. horseradish 

1 to 3 tbs. sugar (to taste) 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Monosodium Glutamate 
(optional) 

Chill desired quantity of 
cooked string beans. About 
an hour or two before serv¬ 
ing, mix string beans with 
desired amount of the above 
dressing. Leave in refrigera¬ 
tor until serving time. Left¬ 
over dressing is good for 
several days. The entire 
amount of the dressing is 
good for two pounds of cook¬ 
ed string beans. 

WITH BARBECUE time so 
soon upon us, she gives us 
this dish which can be used 
instead of the usual garlic 
bread or be served as a 
starch vegetable as one 
would serve southern corn 
pudding. You can make it in 
advance and heat before 
serving. It is a dish native to 
Mexico which has been 
adapted to American pal¬ 
ates. 

PASTEL DE ELOTE 
(Corn Pie) 

Vi lb. butter or marga¬ 
rine 

4 eggs 

1 (No. 303) can cream 
style corn 

V 2 cup Tillamook cheese 

1 cup flour 

1 tsp baking powder 

1 cup sugar 

1 4-oz. can chili peppers 
V 2 cup grated jack cheese 
V 4 tsp. salt 

1 cup yellow cornmeal 

Cream butter and add 
sugar. Add eggs, one at a 
time, mixing well. Chop pep¬ 
pers and add. Add corn and 
mix well. Add cheeses and 
salt. Sift flour and then 
measure; sift cornmeal and 
then measure; sift both to¬ 
gether with baking powder 
and add to previous mixture. 
Pour into greased and flour¬ 
ed glass baking dish (8xl2x 
2 inches). Bake in a 300°F. 
preheated oven for one hour. 
Serves 10.

Mushrooms may be added 
to this dish, and so may 
onions, green pepper, or 
what have you. The season¬ 
ing, too, may be varied— 
curry is good and so are 
herbs. The results are more 
or less up to the individual 
cook’s imagination. Serves 
five or six. 

THE NICHOLSONS moved 
back to our area from San 
(Mateo last year.

That year she 
baked and sold over 500 
dozen cookies to further her 
bank account. 

She has two sons who are 
by no means regretful that 
mother is such a good cook. 


They are Howard, 1014, and 
Steven, who will be 13 next 
month.
